In oonsidrriiiR tliij lyrfoniiRino it iiui^l t'e 
recognized that Noel Cowarit iioaily ;ilua.\s 
writes with a definite cast in numi. Take 
"Private Lim" which was tailored to suit the 
LunU; or "Tlic Vortex," which pla.ved up 
Coward's own talent tor theatrical post-war 
hysteria; or • IVi-Night at H SO" which was n 
brilliant \-«h«clc for the brillinnl tateiit.s of 
Gertrude Lawrence and Coward himself. To 
act these plaj-« in tho Coward manner is to 
iiiMto itwidious comparison; yet It must bo 
very haixl- to Rive an original twist to a char- 
aotov who is fu>t .>f all N.^el I'owar.t lor Oer- 
tnide Lawrence^ and only secondarily a char- 
acter in a play. 

Bramwell Fletcher, as one would cx|)ect, 
was dexterous and sensitive throughout; not 
better than Xivl Cowarvl, b\il just as giwl in 
his own charminK way. .\s "riggic" in "Hands 
.\cri\<,< the Sea," \nn Andrews ci^uplelely 
failed to achieve the drawling, pcrfectly<tlmea 
sophistication proper >o the port Diana Barry- 
moiv as "Clare" In the same play was more 
r.t than Pic. more MadomoLvello than May- 
f.iir. The Mipport.;ii: oa.>^t wa.-; weak, exeopt 
for Bertram TanswcU who was unforgettable 
as the pop-eyed, ill-at-ease Mr. Durnham. 

în "'Rivi IVpivrs" Miss IVivrymore's youth- 
fii'i vitality had more scoiv and her "l.ily" wa.* 
amusing and convincing Ttu- rest of the east, 
too, seemed more at home in the English 
music-hall setting than in the mansions of 
Mayfair. "Fumed Oak" was pla>'ed tnorc for 
its corned}' values than for the wry pathos 
which Couard pave it, but it was xiiun'ost-.on- 
ably the best performed of the three plays. 
Bramwell Fletcher, Diana Barrymore, Ann 
Andrews and Valerie Valaire were excellent 
In the story of the little m.in who finally 
tiirned o;-. his niran-.^.^uled wife and family 
and «on his way to freedom. 

Taken all around Mr. Fletcher and his 
company compare favorably with the New 
Yorkers. The s>ets were fairly good, the cos- 
tumes suitable, and the business well worked 
out The most serious fault was in the pace 
which lagged considerably behind the Coward 
speed, cspeciallj- in "Red Peppers." Yet it was 
in "Red Peppers" and "Fumed Oak" that the 
company showed lo best advant.igc; ' Hands 
Across the Sea" which is a typical Coward 
spoof of Giddy Mayfair, needed the English 
whimsy and suavity of the original cast. On 
the whole, however, a most amus^g evening 
in the theatre, especially if it is your first 
introduction to Mr. Coward.

I1uinks to the technical advice of Mormon 
George D. Pyper, who was n former friend of 
Brighnm Young, the dlfflcuU nngles of por- 
traying A story of siiih an inlensi-ly religious 
nature have bivii .smoothed nff. anil the story 
reniaiiui wh,it It was Inteiulod to lie, an epic 
in the history of the American people. Tlir 
love story between I'J'rone Power and Linda 
Darnell plays Mcond fiddle to the main theme, 
and at times seems to retaixl the relation of 
the story ot the Mminons. 

The film opens with a pleliirc of the Nighl 
Raiders nltiicklng an outlying farm, and leav- 
ing behind a trail ot death and destruction. 
At length tho Mormons decide to put an end 
(o their passive rcslslanvo, but when they lir- 
Kin to arm Ihenwelves for defenie, .lusepli 
.Smith, the head of tin- i-hniih i.-; nrrrsled for 
treason. It Is nt his trial that wc (list meet 
Brighnm Young and hear his R|)ccch chuni- 
ploulng religious freedom, Following Smilli'a 
death nt the hands of a lynching mub, Young 
becomes head of the church. .Sconiing eoin- 
promiio with their oppuncnt:;, he ordorti his 
people out of Nauvoo, Illinois, in the middle 
o( the night and tho westward trek begins. 
Watching the stream of covered wagons, 
horses, cattle, pushbnrrows, men and wonirn 
laden with their belongings brought to mind 
the modern stream of refugees from no loss 
a tyranny. 

After struggles with cold, starvation, death, 
Indians, and discontent among his followers. 
Brighnm Young finally told his people ns lliey 
looked down into Sail l.ake Valley: "'I'liis i.s 
the place," During the first winter atnrvaticm 
and cold wrought terrible havoc, and tho ar- 
rival of a plaguo of grasshoppers which 
threatened to devour the entire spring' whent 
crop stretched tho discontent to a brenkiiiR 
point, Tho miraculous' nrrlvnl, however, of 
thousaiid.s of seagulls snvcd the day. 

The part of Brighnm Young, played .by 
Dean Jagger, nn ex-Broadwny mnn Is hnndled 
with such dignity ns lo dwarf the place of the 
other leading parts. Incidentally only four of 
his wives are shown, and only one is really 
conspicuous, thus neatly nvoiding the issuo of 
polygamy,

AT TIIE PALACE 

"Spring Parade" is a conglomeration of 
Wiener Kaffeeklatsch, Strausslike tunes and ii 
grown-up Deanna Durbin in a Tyrolean pens- 
ent costume. Oeanna enters the proceedings 
Icadhig a goat, sells the goat, has her fortune 
told and rewins the goat in a sidesplitting 
scQuence with Mischa Auer only to lose him 
again. She comes to Vienna by virtue of a 
happy accident and wins the affections of a 
handsome drumbeatlng soldier, played by 
Robert Cummings. Riding a curv^of depres- 
sion, the almost-groM-nup Miss Durbin gets 
scant opportunity to air her voice but suffi- 
ciently impresses the Emperor to win for her 
love a place in Vienna's musical spotlight. 

Our main regrpt is that Deanna, though 
good to look at, does not sing enough. Add 1o 
that the sugary conception of Vienna as a 
place where all one does is drink champagne 
and dance tho "Blue Danube" and you have 
the reason why Spring Parade drags in too 
many gpo;^. Effective bit parts are contribut- 
ed by Butch and Buddy, Mischa Auer and 
Franklin Pangborn. 

If you're a Durbin fan, Spring Parade will 
be disappointing. If you're the romantic type 
willing lo forego the vagaric.s of a virtually 
plotless story, for a glimpse of old Vienna in 
its somewhat tarnished splendor, go to it.

Coidt 

Mark Twain once said that every- 
body Inlked about the weather but 
nobody ever seemed to Ho nriy- 
Ihlng about it. 'Ilie common cold 
l.<i In much the «nmc class. Of all 
the ills wlilch flesh, Is heir to colds 
are Iho commonest, and no uno 
scents to have found a remedy 
which has much voluo cither to 
prevent or to cure. Indeed the 
common cold illustrates ■ principle 
In medicine that where there are 
many remedies there Is no cure. 

Ordinarily a cold Is of no great 
moment. It Is shaken In a tow 
days and the Individual seems no 
worse off. Colloctlvoly, however, 
colds are of great Importance. Colds 
and cuinpllcfltlons of colds are the 
greatest crum) of absence from 
work and Die amount of lost time 
and lust wages from colds during a 
year is slupondous, Furthermore 
colds are not always as trivial and 
harmless as Is supposed. Many 
serious complications arise from 
Ihcni. .Sinus trouble, middle car 
difcase, broncliills and even pneu- 
monia arc not uncommon compli- 
calions. Pre-existing disease Is 
likely to flare up in the presence of 
a cold and In general much misery 
and. trouble is caused. So that If 
anyone were really to discover a 
means of preventing the disease he 
would merit the gratitude of all of 
us. 

Many things have been rccom 
mended to prevent colds. A few 
years ago chlorine gas was the 

vogue and all over the country 
people were investing Ihoir money 
in machines for making chlorine. 
Then came the ultraviolet light 
and again people bought machines 
lor making ultraviolet light, After 
that people started taking bicar- 
bonate of soda to combat acidosis 
which was said to be a forerunner 
of a cold. None of these measures 
rested on a solid foundation. Vac 
cines and inoculations seem to be 
In a class by themselves since this 
method of prevention seems to 
have survived better than othçrs. 
The dilTiculty of preparing a vac- 
cine against colds lies in the fact 
that actually we don't know the 
cause of colds. It is asumcd to be 
an infectious agent too small to see. 
It has not been cultivated and 
therefore it has not been possible 
to prepare a vaccine from the germ 
itself. The most one could hope 
from inoculation then would not 
be tho prevention of colds but the 
prevention of complications. Whclh 
cr the various Inoculations recom- 
mended do thU Is a matter of con- 
siderable doubt. 

All this Is negative. Is there 
anything positive we can do to re- 
duce the incidence of colds? The 
answer to this is that positive 
measures are general measures de- 
signed to reduce exposure and to 
build up resi-stanee. People who 
have colds shmild, if po.ssible, stay 
at home. They ai-o a menace to 
other people. If tho cold c^oe.^ iiol 
.-.eem serious enough to remain at 
home one should be scrupulously 
careful of convoying the Infection 
to olhcr people. Obviously one 
envers Iho cough and sneeze, but 
Ihn eonalant (vcchange of articles 
like books, pencils and Ihe like u 
also probably a factor in the spread 
nf Ihe disease, for no matter how 
careful ono may be the hands arc 
certain In be infected, 

Hesislance to colds is attained by 
following the general rules of 
lieHllli, proper hours of work, adc- 
(|uate reereallon, sulflcient sleep 
and proper food. Generally speak- 
ing one Is wiso to refrain from 
mcdlcalinn unless speoiflcally pvc- 
ficribed by a physician. 




Last Monday, the first day of 
school we cut a two o'clock and 
went down to listen to Candidate 
Wlllklo. The Republican Nominee 
was due In Ann Arbor at 2:20 and 
a platform six-rch wii.s selie<luled as 
a pari of his whirlv/ind eampaign 
Ihrougli MieliiKiin. 'I'lils part of 
Michigan Is as Republican as Lin- 
coln himself, and always has been. 
Even when the state wont for 
Roosevelt, Washtenaw and Jackson 
counties voted nepnblicaii. Thlfi ii: 
no more than can hp expected be- 
cause the KepubllcHM party was 
founded In Jackson, Michigan, 
which is a busy indu.sirinl town rif 
about sixty thousand people forty 
miles west ot Ann Arbor. 

Ily the time wo got down to the 
station quite 'a crowd had assembl- 
ed; and I suppose Wo can assume 
that they were expectantly walling. 
Children rolled down the slopes of 
the hill leading down to the tracks 
and the warm weather made It a 
colorful and so we were Informed, 
typically an American scene. The 
place fairly bristled with political 
buttons of one sort or another and 
to avoid feeling out of place we at- 
tached an old Red Cross button to 
ourlapcl, The Ann AVboi* High band 
was on hand resplendcrit in fairpl'; 
uniforms and when a train rnllcd 
Into the station at 2:27 they struck 
up the national anthem and a cheer 
went tip from the erowd. This 
proved to be a dud as It .was only 
the Mercury from Chicago and only 
the conductor and a couple of 
shumedfaccd passengers material- 
ized. 

Tho Wijlkic Special finally arriv- 
ed at 3:37 and the Republican can- 
didate stayed for twenty eight min- 
utes, speaking for about twenty. His 
train pulled away at exactly 3:55. 
We itnthcrcd all this statistical in- 
fornuitiuii in an effort to avoid bore- 
dom while waiting, although the 
crowd as a whole seemed quite 
restive. The point of Mr. Willkie's 
brief (coniiidoring it was political) 
address was that there is nn need to 
fear changing the administration 
during the present crisis and he 
made his point by citing the sliift 
in Britain from Chamberlain to 
Churchill. An interesting spectacle 
was the ancient and venerable Gov- 
ernor Dickir.son, who is up for re- 
election. We could see no trace of 
the famous pipe line to God. The 
Candidate himself revealed to us 
none of that dynamic charm, none 
of that boyish personality we ha%'e 
read so much about. He looked and 
acted like a very tired man. And 
just as much of a professional poli- 
tician as an>' we have ever seen. 

He was certainly not well receiv- 
ed in the industrial towns in this 
state and Flint and Saginaw were 
the scenes of violence. However, 
the Ami Arbor News (13,180 circu- 
lation) editorialized, "He is dynamic 
beyond question. He is a thinker, 
and he is a patriot. And also he is 
a human being, with human under- 
standing. Such is the impression 
Wendell h. Willkie left in Ann Ar- 
bor." 

In a special message to the Michi- 
gan Daily he said: "Filled with 
vigor and enterprise they (the 
youth of .•\mcrica) look upon this 
nation for what it is— dynamic and 
still unexplored."

History of EpUeps}-.

-jnelancholiacs often became epilep- 
tic; and. conversely, epileptics of- 
4en became roelancholiac " About 
<^bis time the fad was the wearing 

*tcramp ring upon the finger bc- 
;ljeved to prevent the epileptic fits; 
.tlMife rings were sometimes made 
,«f .«Uver and obtained in church at 
ttbe Eucharist; or they were made 
.•f coffin nails, or even nave) 
.firing. In the earl.v Renaissante. 
..«pilepsy was thought to be con- 
:t«fipus; therefore, cases were fre- 
vfiutntly isolated. But still the pic- 
•itMre was complicated by supersti- 
:tions. Borihave diagnosed it a£ a 
. d li a a t e of the sensorium communae 
,90d believed that heredity was 
,jDMt important in producuig epil- 
,«ptic paroxysms. Its frequency 
Mnned to be predominant in males. 

With the nineteenth century 
came gradual rationalization. Later 
-bromides came into use for their 
sedative action. But for a -Ahile 
.tb<7 .were too enthusiastically ad-| 
.jniaiatered; in some instances up to' 
.^enty times a normal daily dose 
y/U given resulting in a toxico- 
^tbic state. Tnen in IfllO barbi- 
f^attf were used, first in Germany 
/ipd later more generally and found 
■jo be more rapid in effect and 
iiooce comfortable for the patient 
than bromides. Recently di-lantian' 
y»odium has been used with favor- 
able résulte.

One of Can.'^iiR'V most liisliiigiiisli- 
cd educationists, Dr. H. M. Tory, 
MA. B.Sc. LL.D.. of Ottawa, for- 
mer president of the National Re- 
search Council and director of the 
Khaki University from 1917 to l!ll!1, 
has become associated with the 
education division. Canadian Legion 
War Services, to assist in the ad- 
ministration of education faciUlie.s 
for members of the Dominion naval, 
land and air forces. 

Dr. Tory, who has volunteered his 
services without pay. has taken over 
the general man-Tgrment . of tlie 
Legion's library work in the At- 
lantic coast command which was re- 
cently divided into three arcHs; 
New Brunswick and Gaspc; Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island, 
and Newfoundland and Labrador. 
He will make his headquarters at 
Halifax. 

The Legion's library services have 
been established to provide proper- 
ly equipped libraries of new books 
for units of all three branches of 
the forces in the three areas. Thou- 
sands of volumes have already been 
shipped to Halifax from Legion 
headquarters at Ottawa. It is plan- 
ned to extend the scheme to Great 
Britain for the benefit of members 
of the overseas divisions and ampli- 
fy the small library already created 
for the troops in Iceland. 

Dr. Tory, who was one lime presi- 
dent of the University of .Mberta. 
has distinguished himself for his in- 
valuable contributions to the pro- 
gress of science and industry in 
Canada. A noted scientist and edu- 
cationist, he played a large part in 
the planning and equipping of the 
National Research Laboratories at 
Ottawa.and it was due largely to his 
efforts that the work of the Coun- 
cil was extended over 'the entire 
Dominion.

as Rauch has ever come to attain- 
ing the Canadian championship. 
According to some, there were times 
during the three days of playing 
when a draw between Rauch and 
Fox seemed likely. After drawing 
with D. Ledain and losing to Fox, 
it was evident that Rauch no long- 
er had a chance for the champion- 
ship. 

Member MeCill Checs Club. 

A member of the McGill Chess 
Club since his freshman year 
Rauch has played cheis for about 
nine yeart and hai pirticipitcd in 
tournamenti both in Canad.i ana the 
United Sta'>.es. A year ago he was 
sixth of eighteen players and two 
years ago be was third of twelve 
players. He was last year cheis 
champion of Montreal. 

Said Rauch in an interview, "Ciicts 
is gradually coming into its own in 
Canada. In the United Stales, Uni- 
versities .such as Harvard, Prince- 
ton and Yiie, have very active and 
notable chess clubs, as has also the 
University of Toronto. The foster- 
ing of chess in Higli Scliooli hd.- 
done much to aid tlie game and in 
England, where chess is well cstab- 
lisncd. the unprecedented number 
of chess sets sold makes it apparent 
that chess it a favourite pastime 
for those taking refuge in air raid 
shellers." 

••Tournament Chess is hard work," 
continued flauch after winning hia 
final game against Yerhoff. In this 
game Rauch used a queen's pawn 
opening against v;hich Yerhoff 
used the Zurich variation of ihc 
Niemt£Ovilch defence. At the be- 
ginning of a lounjiiincnl, players 
usually play as carefully as possi- 
ble, nursing any small advantage 
gained, but as the tournament pro- 
gresses, players take greater risks 
and the play becomes failer than 
hockey at its best."

Dr. Woodhead Speaks 
On Ancient History 

That history rcpoaU itself was 
shown in quotations from Thu- 
cydides' "History of the Peln- 
ponesian War" by Dr. W. U. 
Woodhead, iirofessor of clabsics 
at McGill University, speaking 
to one of Ihe many sessions at 
the provincial teachers' conven- 
tion during its second day of 
deliberations in Montreal High 
School on Friday. 

He showed many Instances of 
where the language of the Spar- 
tons and Athenians might well 
be taken for the orations of 
Hitler, Mussolini, or of Church- 
ill. Naval blockades, utiaclcs on 
neutral shipping, policies of 
appcatemcnt to permit lime for 
rearmament, an Imperial dem- 
ocijBcy relying on naval power 
fighling a totalitarian oligarchy 
which depended on upparenlly 
invincible armies. All tlicsc 
tilings were characteristic ol 
that iinciciii slriigglc. lie 
stressed the fullllly of trying lo 
predicl the future al a lime 
when events reveal "how ran- 
dom and incalculiible are Iho 
vagaries of fate "

EDITOR LOOKS INTO 
EFFECTS OF WAR 



Assembles Facts on Causes 
, of Conflict 



"I am attempting to assemble 
fact.s about which there are no long- 
er ground's of doubt, facfji which 
reveal the cau.i;e of this war and 
make plain the cnn.seqiiencei; to the 
civilized world of a failure, on its 
part to defeat the purposes of 
those who are waging it," declared 
Mr. John W. Dafoe, edilor-ln-chief 
of the V/innipeg Free Preiv.s, anfi 
Honorary Pre.sitient of the Canadi- 
an Univer.iity Pres.s. ir; hia addre.s.^ 
in the '•Lets Face The Facts" 
scries. 

Mr. Dafoe stated that a weak spot 
in democracy's armour was its 
faculty of ^aXusin? to acknowledge 
the existence of a fact if the ma- 
jority -ATill not see it. A classic ex- 
ample of this weakness was the 
admission of a British Prime Min* 
liter, some years ago, that he had 
declined to advocate policies which 
it is no'Af clear -.vcre essential for 
the defence of the country, out of 
a tear of political resultô if he were 
frank with the electorate. 

Mr. Dafoe pointed out that the 
United States have also learned that 
lesson. They have rid themselves 
of their attitude of detachment and 
accepted the war as something in 
which they have a direct and vital 
interest They too realize that their 
way of life is threatened by Hitler, 
as is ours, and their cherished il- 
lusions have disappeared overnight.
